First Review Reveals. 
Satisfactory Position 


The first report of the Afr Rald 
reveals. that a 
total of twenty-two District Sub- 
committees have now been formed. 
It states In part: 


Wing Commander Stcele-Perkins 
Was appointed Air Raid Precautions 
OMcer on January 20, 1038, 9 and 
arrived in the Colony on March 16. 


The basis of the work of the Air 
Rald Precautions OMicer durings the 
year was the preparation of an 
A.R.P. scheme and the enrolment of 
volunteers. The number of those 
who volunteered for instruction or 
service was small aut the besinning 
but Inereased as the active -worl’ 
and propaganda of the department 
The 
present position may be regarded as 
satisfactory provided that the rate of 
progress In enlistment can be main- 
tained. : 


The Air Rald Precautions Officer, 
after his arrival, started a series of 
lectures and instruction which has 
been ever since gathering momen- 
tum. It is estimated that. some 
12,000 people have attended them to 
the time of writing this report. The 
average number of courses ‘running 
daily is five. Alt important business 
firms now have trained squads of 
A.R.P. personnel.’ Trained jnstruc- 
tors number eighteen. 


An A.K.P, Wardens’ Main Com- 


‘mittee was appointed in Muay, under 


the thalrmanship of Mr. Pentreath, 
the members of the committee con- 
sisting of some of the well-known 
residents living In the Colony, 

The A.R.P. Wardens Sub-committee 
was qtiven the task of organizing Air 
Rald Wardens and posts In cach 
Police’ division of Hongkong and 
Kowloon, “The Warden Posts were 
fixed at the ratio of one to every 100 
houses, ench post to consist of three 
(two men ind one woman) who 
swould) work on a two-shift-basis 
during an emergency.

District Sub-Committces 


Twenty two, District Sub-com- 
miltees ‘have now been formed. 
Some advance has been made in 
finding- suitable -Wasden--posts--.and 
enrolling the necessary number of 
Wardens, but the rate of progress is 
n urlly slow, It is necessary to 
establish approximately 1,600 posts 
making a total recrultment of 9,600 
men and women, cach of whom is: 
expected to attend ourse of Alteen 
Iectures and to pass an examination. 

The Women’s Air Raid Precautions 
Union was formed in May under the 
chalrmanship of Mrs. Stecle-Perkins. 
Lady Northcote. consented to be 

resident. The object of the Union 
is to teach simple aid raid precau- 
tlons and elementary first_nid to as 
many women of the Calony as 
possible to ennble them to put this 
information Into practice in thelr 
own homes should an emergency 
arise. 

The A.R.P. lectures o ized by 
thls Union were held in the various 
women's clubs, European and Chinese, 
and were very well attended, An 
advanced course in A.R.P. services 
especially ' sullable to women was 
also instituted, 

In the first blackout, the public 
gave thelr full co-operation, and the 
exercise was successful, but the same 
high standard was not maintained In 
the later series of blacicouts, 

An ARP, Cyellst Corps was form- 
ed to ensure; Communications In the 
event of the’ breakdown of the tele- 
phone service.

THE REPLY of the British 
and American Governments to 
the almost insolent Japanese de- 
mand that ‘they withdraw their 
warships from Swatow is firm 
and unmistakable.

Shanghai, June 22. 

In connection with the. Tientsia 
pffafr, « Japanese Embassy official 
here stated to-day that the estab- 
lishment of the “new order” plan- 
ned by Japan does not necessarily 
mean driving out forelgn interests 
and rights from Chinn, and, on the 
contrary, it would have the result of 
protecting such forelgn rights, Any 
obstacies, however, placed in the way 
of the military operations, such as

ities in Tientsin, must be removed. 


Regarding foreign treaty rights, the 
official stated that all such treaties 
would have to be examined and dis- 
cussed, but that there was no inten-

Germany did not ‘want peace of 
phrases but a peace of actlon. 


The speaker refuted the allegation 
that Germany was aiming at world 
domination. “What we have taken 
back belongs {o us and there ore 
other things which belong to us which 
have not been taken yet,” he ‘sald. 
“The British declare you can obtain 
everything by peaceful means, In 
{hat case they should give .us back 
our colonics to-morraw." 


Dr. Goebbels sharply attacked the 
encirclement policy under the leader- 
ship of: Britain, and British inter- 
ference with the settlement of the 
Vanzig question. “Central Europe,” 
the Minister declared, “is a German 
sphere of interest where the Britlsh 
have no right to Interfere.” 


With reference to Danzig, the 
Minister said that London would be 
better advised to attend to its own 
Empire. “Britain is about to endan- 
ger most seriously her interests in 
the Arab world and:in the Far.East,”” 
he said. “It would therefore be a 
good idea for Britain to Iet the 
Danzig question and the problem of 
the corridor to be solved as soon a8 
possible,” 


Dr. Goebbels emphatically refuted 
the idea that the Fuchrer could be 
influenced in his decisions by threats. 

“We have voiced our {oternational 
demands,” Dr. Goebbels exclaimed. 
“These are the. fulfilment. of our 
natural and vital claims, If attempts 
are. made in London, Paris and 
Warsaw ‘to. evade that . issuo-by 
phrases, then It will bo done at the 
expense of these states and nafions.’’

Reports On 
A. R. P. 


First Reviow Reveals 
Satisfactory Position ° 


The first report of the Air Raid 
Precautions Officer reveals that a 
‘total of twenty-two District Sub- 
committees have now been formed. 
It states In part: : 


Wing Communder Steele-Perkins 
was appointed Air Raid Precautions 
OMicer: on January 20, 1938, and 
arrived in the Coleny on March 16, 


The basts of the work of the Air 
Raid Precautions OMicer during the 
year was the prepnration of an 
ARP, scheme and. the enrolment of 
volunteers. The number of those 
who volunteered for instruction or 
service was small ut the beginning 
but increased -as the actlve worl 
and propaganda of the department 
attracted the public’s attention. The 
present position may be regarded as 
satisfactory provided that the rate of 
progress in enlistment can be main- 
tained, 


The Alr Rald Precautions Ofticer, 
after his arrival, started a series of 
Jectures and Instruction which has 
been ever since gathering momen- 
tum, It Js estimated that some 
12,000 peopte have attended themh to 
the time of writing thls report. The 
average. number of ‘courses running 
datly fs flve. All important business 
flrm3 now have trained squads of 
A.R.P. personnel. Trained instruc- 
tors number elghteen. : 


An A.H.P, Wardens’ Main Com- 
mittee was appointed in May, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Pentreath, 
the members of the committee con- 
sisting of some of the well-known 
residents Uving in the Colony, 

The A.R.P. Wardens Sub-committee 
was given the task of organizing Air 
Rald Wardens and posts in each 
Police division of Hongkong and 
Kowloon. The Warden Posts were 
fixed at the rato of one to every 100 
houses, cach post to consist of three 
(two men and one woman) who 
would work on a two-shift-basis 
during un emergency. 


District Sub-Committees 


Twenty two District Sub-com- 
mittees have now been formed. 
Some advance has been made In 
finding suitable Warden posts and 
enrolling 
-Wardens,. but-the -rate-of-propzress-is 
necessarily slow. It is necessary to 
establish approximately 1,600 posts 
making a total recruitment of 0,600 
men and women, cach of whom Is 
expected to attend a course of fifteen 
lectures and to pass iin examination. 

The Women’s Alr Raid Precautions 
Union wis formed in May under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Stecle-Pericins. 
Lady Northcote consented to be 
president. The object of the ‘Union 
is to tecch simple ald raid precnu- 


tions und elementary first ald to as; 


many women of the .Colony as 
possible to enable them to put this 
information into practice in their 
own homes should an emergency 
arise, ‘ : 

The A.R.P. lectures organized by 
this Unign were held in the various 
women's clubs, European and Chinese, 
and were very well attended. An 
advanced course in A.R.P. services 
especially suitable to women was 
also instituted, 

In the first blackout, the -public 
fave their full co-operation, and the 
exercise was successful, but the same 
high standard was not malntained in 
the later_series of blackouts.

Japan And the West 

THE REPLY of the British 
and American Governments to 
the almost insolent Japanese de- 
mand that they withdraw their 
warships from Swatow is firm 
and unmistakable. 

Far from complying with the 
Japanese demand by withdraw- 
ing H.M.S. Thanet and_ U.S. 
Pillsbury, another two warships 
have been sent into the harbour 
of Swatow--one of them the. 
flagship of the Commodore of 
the U.S. South China Patrol. 

This attempt by Japan to 
coerce Britain and the United 
States in Swatow is but the 
culmination of a series of pin- 
pricking incidents which com- 
menced with the occupation of 
Kulangsu. With the exception 
of the Tientsin crisis, the
